At the time of the interview with ЗЕТЕ ЭРА on February 1, 1948, the 
Chicago Division was not in receipt of Tennebaum's criminal record. Since this 
record was received on the morning of February 2, 1948, every effort has been made 
to locate Tennebaum so that he might be confronted with the criminal record. 
Tennebaum, who has been making his residence in flop houses prior to February 1, 
1948, has disappeared and no information concerning his whereabouts has been 
obtained. It has been determined, however, that he was arrested by the Chicago 
Police Department on December 21, 1947, on a larceny charge, and on a plea of guilty 
was given a one year probationary sentence. The facts concerning this are being 
further checked by the Chicago Division. 


P Tennebaum's identification record, FBI #¢57,416, reflects the following 
arrests. In April, 1933, he was received at the State Penitentiary, Jéfferson City, 
Missouri, to serve a two year term for forgery. In March, 1937, he was received 
at the same penitentiary to serve another two year sentence for forgery in the 
second degree. He was received at the State Penitentiary, Menard, Illinois, 
June, 1938, to serve a one to ten year sentence on a conviction for confidence 
game. He was discharged from this penitentiary in September, 1944. He was re- (а 
ceived at the Medical Center for Federal Prisoners, Springfield, Missouri, i Мау; os

1946, having been sentenced for impersonating a Government officer to fif 
months, and conditionally released April 26, 1947. 


A review of the Bureau files reflects that Tennebaum was apprehended by 
Bureau Agents on December 29, 1945, while in the act of impersonating an FBI Agent 
and advising the victim that he would secure a job for the victim with the FBI. / 
He pleaded guilty in the U. S, District Court, Southern District of Ohio, on pP 
April 26,. 1946, and received a fifteen month sentence. He was incarcerated in 
the Medical Center for Federal Prisoners, Springfield, Missouri, because he was 
addicted to narcotics. Subject D'Andrea was also an inmate of this institution 
during the time Tennebaum was there. Officials of the Medical Center at Spring- 
field considered Tennebaum a pathological liar.

His criminal recor 
dates back to 1933 and he has served two prison terms for forgery, one fo 
perpetrating a confidence game. and one for impersonating.a FBI Agent. (2 
Tennenbaum's only Federal conviction was for ап impersonation. He was apprehended 
on December 29, 1945 while in the act of impersonating a FBI Agent. During the 
course of his impersonation, Tennenbaum advised his victim that he would secure 
a job for the victim with the FBI. He entered a plea of guilty in the United. 
States District Court for the Southern District of Ohio on April 26, 1946 at 
which time he was sentenced to 15 months imprisonment. He was incarcerated in 
the Medical Center for Federal Prisoners at Springfield, Missouri because he was 
addicted to narcotics at the time of his conviction. It is noted that eee 
D'Andrea was also incarcerated at this institution at that time. 


Tennenbaum was the original informant in a Theft of Government 
Property case entitled "Joe Spasser! in which the St. Louis Division was office 
of origin.

She stated no fee was mentioned at that time, and she 
indicated that she approached Dillon to do her a favor rather than to retain 
him as a lawyer, Mrs. Campagna also: said that Dillon had been previously 
approached in this regard through a friend of long standing, Edward Brady, 
alias "Putty Nose" Brady, St. Louis, Missouri, politican now deceased. On
